OTTAWA -- The Honourable Marcel Danis, Minister of 
State for Youth, Fitness and Amateur sport, today 
announced $143 million for the 1991 Challenge summer 


student employment program, a $3 million increase over 
VaStGevedtEcetotal,s plus $25.3 million in ongoing 
funding of the Canada-New Brunswick and Canada- 
Newfoundland Youth Strategies for 1991-92. 


In noting that the move responds to changes 
in labour market conditions for students within the 
current economic climate, Mr. Danis stressed that: 

" The increased funding reflects the federal 
government's concern for ensuring that the employment 
needs of students are met and demonstrates the 
capability of Challenge to respond fairly and fully to 


economic disparity within and across regions." 


Canada 


From the 1991 Challenge budget, SEED (Summer 
Employment/Experience Development), which pays wage 
subsidies to employers for hiring students, will 
receive $80 million. This represents an increase of 


$3 million over the preceding year's allocation. 


The WOW program (Work Orientation Workshops), 
which last year benefitted 16,000 participants, helps 
potential or recent high school dropouts. WOW will 


retain last year's fundingsstrengtn Of es35.25mi lion. 


Allocations for the remaining four Challenge 
programs include: Student Business Loans ($942,000), 
Business Drive for Jobs ($805,000), Native Internship 
Program ($2.3 million) and the network of Canada 


Employment Centres for Students ($9.7 million). 


In making the announcement Mr. Danis 
emphasized that: "Summer employment plays a vital role 
in a Student's transitions from schools tomwork a elt 
helps nurture and develop the skills needed to meet 
both the challenges of today's labour market and the 


aspirations of tomorrow's workforce." 


As well, the Canada-New Brunswick and Canada- 
Newfoundland Youth Strategies, two federal-provincial 
joint initiatives signed in 1989, will receive 


$16 million and $9.3 million respectively in 1991-92. 


Challenge components, with the exception of 


Student Business Loans, are administered directly 


through Canada Employment Centres and Canada Employment 
Centres for Students. The deadline for SEED 
applications is March 15, 1991. Student Business Loans 
are administered on behalf of the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission by the Federal Business 


Development Bank.

Backgrounder: Challenge Program 


Challenge, which was established in 1985, is the federal 
government's summer student employment program. It is designed 
to help students find summer employment and to give them 
practical work experience that will assist their transition from 
school to work. Challenge encourages employers to create jobs 
and sponsor on-the-job learning experiences for the young people 
who will constitute Canada's future labour force. 


Like other federal employment programs, Challenge focuses on 
assisting those who have the most problems in the labour market. 
Emphasis has therefore been placed on helping high school 
students, who traditionally have the most difficulty in finding 
summer employment, as well as potential and recent high school 
dropouts who risk a lifetime of employment problems. 


The two federal-provincial Youth Strategies mentioned in the 
press release also offer comprehensive solutions to the youth 
employment issue. The Canada-New Brunswick Youth Strategy helps 
young people make the transition from school or unemployment to 
the workplace. This initiative will receive $16 million in 1991- 
92. The Canada-Newfoundland Youth Strategy will receive $9.3 
million to pursue its ongoing co-operative effort to help young 
people make a successful school-to-work transition. 


Challenge '91 program options are outlined below. 


ile Summer Employment/Experience Development (SEED) 
($80 million) 


SEED provides wage subsidies to employers to create summer 
jobs which help prepare students for their future labour 
market participation. Where possible, this initiative 
complements provincial and territorial student employment 
programs, a co-operative process begun in 1985. 


The SEED program is divided into two streams: one for high 
school students, for jobs starting in latewJune or early 
July; the second for college and university students, for 
{Obs normally starting any May., 


In 1990, high school students accounted for about 

40 per cent of SEED participants. ~The 99 progranewal) 
continue to target high school students, who have a higher 
summer unemployment rate than post-secondary students. 
Regional student unemployment rates are taken into account 
when allocating funds. 


In 1991, SEED will again encourage the creation of 
employment opportunities relating to the federal 
government's social priorities in the areas of literacy, 
drug and alcohol abuse, AIDS education, the environment and 


urban crime. As well, this year's program encourages the 
hiring of visible minorities, aboriginal and disabled young 
people, and the creation of activities designed for these 
groups. 


The national SEED application deadline date is March 15, 
1991. Applications are available at local Canada Employment 
Centres.

Work Orientation Workshops (WOW) ($35.2 million) 


WOW is intended for potential and recent high school 
dropouts and combines workshop and counselling sessions with 
practical work experience. 


Introduced on an experimental basis in 1985, WOW has proven 
effective in helping young people rethink their education 
and employment options. This summer program has been 
expanded to include pilot year-round WOW projects in every 
peovince. sfhestotal-budgetifin 1990 was eS35a2 murblicmaswith 
more than 16,500 student participants. 


In 1991, WOW will again be funded by $27.2 million for 
summer WOW and $8 million for year-round WOW. 


The WOW program is a highly successful example of the 
federal government's collaborative approach to linking the 
worlds of school and work. Projects are implemented in 
partnership with businesses, community organizations, 
educational institutions (with provincial concurrence) and 
social service agencies. 


Student Business Loans ($942,000) 


This option helps student entrepreneurs create their own 
summer jobs, through an interest-free loan up to $3,000 to 
manage and operate their own small business. In 1985, the 
first year Student Business Loans were offered, 101 loans 
were approved and 229 summer jobs created. In 1990, 767 
loans were approved, creating more than 1,850 summer jobs. 
In 1991, an increase of $ 60,000 over last year's funding 
will raise the number of loans available to 862. 


The Student Business Loans program operates in Newfoundland, 
Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories, and is administered and delivered by 
the Federal Business Development Bank in association with 
the Royal Bank of Canada and the National Bank of Canada. 


Business Drive for Job ($805,000) 


The Business Drive for Jobs is a collaborative effort by 
business organizations and firms to challenge the private 
sector to create summer jobs for students without using 
government wage subsides. 


The Canadian Manufacturers' Association, the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce and the Retail Council of Canada work in 
partnership with the federal government to promote the 
hiring of students during the summer. The Business Drive 
for Jobs includes a promotional campaign by the three 
business organizations to their member businesses, as well 
as some locally based projects. 


Canada Employment Centres for Students (CEC-S 
($9.7 Million) 


There are approximately 420 student placement offices across 
Canada. Open during the summer months (usually from May to 
August), these offices help students find jobs and help 
employers locate workers. The CEC-S offers a free placement 
service to employers; there is no charge for listing a job 
vacancy.) Invi9907) the tCEC-Serecordedinorestnan 27071000 
student placements across Canada. (In Alberta, these 
centres are known as Hire-A-Student (HAS) Offices; in 
Manitoba, they are called Student/Youth Employment Centres. ) 


Native Internship Program ($2.3 million) 


This program, which is offered by Employment and Immigration 
Canada (EIC), provides aboriginal students with work 
experience during vacation breaks from school, through jobs 
within vHIC#officesi “This#alsosprovides! Students rwetnaan 
opportunity to consider the public service as a career 
alternative. In 1990, 485 students benefited from the 
program.

CHECK AGAINST DELIVERY 


First of all, I want to thank you, the members of the press, for 
your presence here this morning. Although these times are 
extremely difficult for Canada because of the situation in the 
Persian Gulf, the Canadian government nevertheless has a duty to 
effectively and responsibly manage domestic issues. And 
assisting Canadian students again this year in their search for 
summer employment is certainly an important priority of the 
federal government. 


I am therefore pleased to be here today to announce this year's 
funding for CHALLENGE '91, the federal government's summer 
employment program for students. 


The federal government is very proud of CHALLENGE. It combines 
work with education, creates thousands of summer jobs for 
students, fosters the approach of learning-by-doing, and forges 
partnerships with employers in all sectors of the economy. 


I am happy to announce that CHALLENGE will this year receive 
$143 million. Of this, Summer Employment/Experience Development 
(SEED), the wage subsidy component, will have a funding level of 
$80 million, an increase of $3 million over last year. 


Since 1984, the national unemployment rate for students has been 
droppingesceadilyregoingytrom'a high ofea4.iiper* cent LCoranlowior 
9.5 per cent two years ago. However, rates vary dramatically 
from region to region. In Newfoundland, for example, the 
unemployment rate in 1990 was nearly 22 per cent for high school 
students, whereas in Toronto, there were often more jobs than 
students to fill them. 


Thus, although there has been steady improvement experienced in 
summer employment for students since 1984, it is expected that 
job prospects may be somewhat more difficult in the current 
economic climate. Because of that change in economic 
circumstances, funding for Challenge '91 has been enhanced. 


The $3 million funding increase reflects the federal government's 
concern for ensuring that the employment needs of students are 
met. 


We also have to ensure that all regions of the country benefit 
from federal support for summer employment. We take care to 
allocate funds fairly, taking into account the local unemployment 
ee hReta 


This move to beef up last year's funding level demonstrates the 
capability of Challenge to respond fairly and fully to economic 
disparity within and across regions. 


Through this funding strength we are truly investing in Canada's 
future. This government upholds a very real commitment to 


helping Canadian students -- especially those experiencing the 
greatest barriers -- take their rightful place in the summer 
workforce. 


The summer employment which CHALLENGE promotes makes the often 
difficult transition from school to work easier, because it helps 
young people develop job skills and work place attitudes 
essential to succeeding in a competitive labour market. 


This makes a lot of sense at a time of rising skill requirements 
in Canada. We are helping students acquire some of these job 
skills during the summer break, when they are not in school. 
Summer employment also has long-term benefits for employers, who 
know that they are contributing to training Canada's future 
workforce. 


The federal government has a duty to help students who have the 
most trouble finding a summer job, such as high school students, 
whose unemployment rate is often higher than that of university 
or college students. 


In 1990 students at the secondary level accounted for 68 per cent 
of all the unemployed returning students. Just as Challenge 
funding in previous years was shifted to respond to the labour 
market situation facing secondary students and potential high 
school dropouts, the increase in Challenge funding this year is 
being made to respond to the labour market conditions for all 
students within the current economic climate. 


The CHALLENGE program has six components. They are: Summer 
Employment/Experience Development, Work Orientation Workshops, 
Student Business Loans, Business Drive for Jobs, Canada 
Employment Centres for Students and the Native Internship 
Progra. 


Summer Employment/Experience Development, or SEED, says to the 
employer: create a quality job for a student, a job that you 
would not otherwise be considering, and SEED will subsidize the 
student's wage for the summer. 


Under SEED we also encourage the creation of summer jobs that 
enable young people to contribute to society, and that support 
this government's social priorities. Jobs in the areas of 
literacy, substance abuse, AIDS education, the environment, and 
urban crime are therefore high on our eligibility list. 


I am especially happy to announce that SEED will receive 

$80 million this year, an increase of $3 million dollars from 
1990. Last year, SEED subsidized 29,000 employers who created 
nearly 54,000 brand new jobs, many in parts of the country 
hardest hit by student unemployment. 


The second major CHALLENGE component is the Work Orientation 
Workshop Program. It is directed at recent or potential high 
school dropouts. Work Orientation Workshops, or WOW, as we like 
to call the program, helps dropouts find their way -- either into 
Specittcrsck11as (eGamningaorn sbackeatoagschool: 


This year, this highly successful program will receive a funding 
tote VEoneS35u2 (mrbadon. 


WOW encourages high school students to continue their education 
by providing work experience and life skills during the summer. 


Last year, 16,000 students participated in both summer and year- 
round WOW, and across Canada employers and businesses mobilized 

to produce over 1,400 Work Orientation Workshop projects. Since 
it was first introduced on an experimental basis in 1985, WOW has 
acted as an effective link between the worlds of school and work. 


By combining workshops and on-the-job training, WOW provides 
students with the opportunity to evaluate the working world and 
decide for themselves whether to return to school. 


This program is especially important when we consider that 

30 per cent of high school students in Canada do not complete 
their high school education. At the same time, we know that by 
the year 2000, more than two thirds of new jobs will require at 
least a high school diploma. 


To student entrepreneurs, the third component of Challenge, the 
Student Business Loans program, offers interest-free loans of up 
to $3,000, repayable by the first week in October. 


This is an exhilarating challenge for students. And the 
experience gained will pay off should they ultimately embark on a 
career in the small business sector. 


Our partners in this program include the Federal Business 
Development Bank, the Royal Bank of Canada, and the National Bank 
of Canada. Last year, 1,850 jobs were created -- an 80% increase 
over the number created in the program's first season of 
operation six years ago. This year the Student Business Loan 
option will receive $ 942,000, an increase of $60,000 over last 
year's funding level. This increase will raise the number of 
loans available by 15 % to 862. 


Business Drive for Jobs, is the fourth component of Challenge. 
Our partners here are the Canadian Chamber of Commerce, the 
Canadian Manufacturers' Association and the Retail Council of 
Canada, and their member businesses across Canada. 


The core of this program is business talking to business about 
the benefits of hiring students during the summer. We provide 
the financial backing and advertising support. This year our 
funding scontri bution iwi lstotalyses05 7000" 


And, for more than 20 years now, the Canada Employment Centres 
for Students have provided a vital link between employers and 
students in the summer job market. 


This labour exchange recorded more than 270,000 placements last 
summer. The 400 centres across Canada play a critical role in 
helping students find seasonal or casual work, and in helping 
employers find summer help. 


They also provide essential labour market information to young 
job seekers. Funding this year for Canada Employment Centres for 
Studentsswill Stvotaimoe? .7emwlivion. 


A sixth component of CHALLENGE, the Native Internship Progran, 
will receive $2.3 million in funding this year. This program 
opens doors at Employment and Immigration Canada where aboriginal 
students are invited to work during the summer. Last year, 

485 Native students participated. 


The federal government's resolve to assist young Canadians does 
not stop with CHALLENGE. We are also contributing more than 

S$ 25 million this year to the operation of two ongoing 
federal-provincial youth strategies in Newfoundland and 

New Brunswick. 


These strategies are joint federal-provincial initiatives aimed 
at co-ordinating the various programs and services for youth 
offered by both levels of government. The strategies are 
integrated approaches developed to assist young people from 16 to 
24 years of age make the school to work transition. 


Through work experience, the students in ALL the CHALLENGE 
programs are expected to learn not only valuable skills for their 
future life in the workforce, but also WHY they need to stay in 
school and get an education. 


That is why we place such an emphasis on the need for education 
and training if Canada is to compete effectively in the global 
marketplace. 


That's what makes the CHALLENGE program worthwhile and exciting 
for all of us. So, although CHALLENGE is a summer employment 
program, it has the long-term goal of ensuring that young 
Canadians have what it takes to participate in the workplace of 
tomorrow.
